Weeding Out Incompetents 

One of thft difficulties of basing teachers’ salaries 
on a neat sliding scale related to experience and train¬ 
ing is that it lumps all teachers together regardless of 
aptitude and ability. Two teachers with the same quali¬ 
fications receive equal pay, according to the schedule, 
yet being human they differ by nature. One may be 
a failure in the classroom, but he is protected by con¬ 
sistent salary standards applicable to all according to 
experience and training. The other may inspire 
students to a pursuit of knowledge over and above 
classroom requirements but he receives no reward for 
this special gift 

It is not so in the other professions, with which 
the teachers like to be compared. An engineer who 
doesn’t cut the mustard isn’t on a company payroll for 
long. The doctor and the dentist and the lawyer must 
prove their capabilities before they can build up a 
practice. If they don’t, they either starve or change 
jobs. But the teacher who may be a misfit in his oc¬ 
cupation, keeps on teaching and receives higher salary 
increments for doing it. 

A system of merit rating would help to dis¬ 
tinguish between the good teacher and the bad. It 
sounds easy in theory, but we can agree with the 
teachers that it would be difficult to institute in prac¬ 
tice. The main obstacle is not how to judge the worth 
of a teacher, but who is to do the judging. Examina¬ 
tion results give a criterion of sorts but there are the 
many intangibles imparted by a good teacher to his 
students which can only be evaluated in the classroom. 

The merit rating would be worth-while if it in¬ 
corporated bonuses to the deserving. As it is now, the 
incompetent is overpaid by an inflexible salary 
schedule. Further he is sheltered under the cloak of 
the A.T.A., like a baby bird under the wing of its 
mother. 

It is very difficult, in fact well nigh impossible, 
for a school board to dismiss a teacher on grounds 
other than moral. Thus a poor instructor, who for the 
sake of the children would be better off in some other 
work, cannot be fired. He enjoys a security of position 
and a steady income unequalled in. other walks of life.

Re: Town of Vulcan By-Law No. 338 
Natural Gaa Franchise 

The following is a synopsis of By-Law No. 358 of the 
Town of Vulcan, which has been given first and second 
readings by the Council, and will be finally passed within four 
weeks after the assent of the Proprietary Electors of the Town 
of Vulcan voting theron. 

The By-Law provides:— 

1. That the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the Town 
of Vulcan be authorized to sign an Agreement on behalf of 
the Town of Vulcan with the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company Limited for the supply of Natural Gas to the in¬ 
habitants of the said town as soon as 5ame is ratified by two- 
thirds of the proprietary electors of the Town of ‘ Vulcan 
voting thereon when the said by-law is submitted. 

2. This by-law Is subject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners and has been approved by the said 
Board subject to the approval of the Proprietary electors. 

Following Is a synopsis of proposed agreement:— 

1. The agreement is between the Town of Vulcan 
and Canadian Western Natural Gas Company Limited. 

2. The Company agrees to supply gas to the Town and 
Inhabitants, and the Town agrees to grant a franchise to the 
Company for twenty years. 

3. The Town gives the Company the right to excavate ln 
the streets and lanes to ley the necessary pipe and fittings. 

4. The Company agrees to give the Town plans of Its 
distribution system, to do as little damage as possible and will 
Indemnify the Town for damages or claims In connection with 
Company operations. 

5. The Company will deliver gas to the property line of 
customers. 

6. The Town agrees to Join with the Company ln an 
application to the Provincial Government validating the said 
agreement 

7. The contract may be renewed for a further period of 
ten years, 

. 8. The rates for gas shall be such as are agreed upon by 
the parties—falling such agreement, at prices fixed by the 
Utility Board. 

9. All equipment plant and pipe lines are subject to 
Town taxation but taxes shall not exceed 1 per cent of gross 
receipts for first year, 2 per cent for second year, 3 per cent 
for third year, 4 per cent for fourth year and 5 per cent for 
fifth and subsequent years.

SWEET CIAJVEK WEEVIL 

Due to the recent wet weather 
this insect may become, a serious 
pest this year, and may already be 
present in some fields. Farmers 
should check their sweet clover 
fields often to see if the weevil is 
present, especially seedling fields 
that are close to a second year 
field. They will travel considerable 
distance to find the clover. They 
may also severely defoliate second 
year fields In the spring. In mid¬ 
summer a second generation of 
adults may appear, usually aftei 
second year fields are harvested 
for forage. They will then move 
onto neW first year stands. 

The adults usually begin feeding 
at the edge of the field, so this is 
often where the damage is first 
noticed. The damage first appears 
as cresent shaped pieces eaten out 
of the leaves. Complete defoliation 
may follow. 

The insects are small, dark grey 
beetles with a long snout. They are 
difficult to see as they drop to 
the ground and remain still when 
disturbed. 

Sweet clover should be seeded as 
far, as possible from last year's 
crops. It is helpful to practice sur¬ 
face tillage after the hay Is har¬ 
vested, in late July or early 
August. 

Chemical control consists of 
spraying with dieldrin or heptach- 
lor at one half pound of active in¬ 
gredient per acre, or aldrim at one 
pound, or chlordane at one and a 
half pounds. Cost of this treatment 
is between $1 and $2 per acre. 

Do not use the above materials 
on clover that is to be used as 
pasture or cut for hay for milk 
cows, for other animals allow 30

Spray crops on time, otherwise 
much of the good derived from 
spraying is lost. 

In experiments conducted in 
western Canada last year It was 
proven that there were 100 weeds 
to the square yard in the crop, and 
no spraying done, the yield was 18 
bushels to the acre, where It was 


sprayed at the four leaf stage the 
yield was 47 bushels, at the six 
leaf stage 39 bushels and at the 
shoot blade the yield dropped to 19 
bushels. Last year 43ft of prairie 
crops were sprayed but 50ft of that 
was done too late to be of maxi¬ 
mum benefit. 

Some other experiments were 
conducted in Manitoba, commenc¬ 
ing In 1956 and continued through 
1957 and 1948. A total of 150 farm 
fields were selected at random for 
the study, records were kept for 
the weedy plots and the ones that 


were kept free by hand weeding. 
One field had no weeds while the 
weediest had over 2000 to the 
square yard, the average for all 
was 224 per square year, with over 
30 different kinds of weeda Some 
fields were stubble and some were 
fallow the stubble fields were 40ft 
weedier than fallow.

The test again 
showed that some fields were 
sprayed too late or at too light a 
rate. Another result of the teat was 
the protein level being hlghet In 
the clean crop than the weedy. \ 

The information gained from 
these tests can be used to calculate 
the losses for the prairies resulting 
from weeds. A figure of 225 mil¬ 
lion is the estimate, or $5 a seeded 
acre. This loss can be avoided at 
a fraction of this cost by spraying 
and good form practise.
